NAZIS IN WAR 


Hitler Second Man in His­ 
tory to Be Ganged Up 
on by Europe

The cutting 
of the dykes of peace in Europe 
represents one of those rare his­ 
torical phenomena 
which 
occur 
only once in many generations 
the combining of nations to make 
war on an individual. 
For 
the 
British-French-Polish 
allies have made it clear as they 
take the field of battle that they 
are out to smash one man 
Adolf 
Hitler. 
They are after Hitler and the 
political house that the nazi 
c h i e f ­ 
tain built, which are one and the 
same thing, since the man and his 
ideas are inseparable. 
British 
Premier 
Chamberlain 
left no doubt of the allied aims 
in announcing the declaration of 
war to his House of Commons 
a 
declaration which was a funeral 
oration over his policy of appease­ 
ment. 
“I trust.” he said, "I may see 
the day when Hitlerism has been 
destroyed.” 
Napoleon Last One 
The last time the many com­ 
bined against the one was just 
over a century ago when Europe 
ganged up on Napoleon. 
Under 
the leadership of Britain’s Duke 
of Wellington they crushed once 
and for all the little corporal. 
Now Herr Hitler lias become the 
lone warrior of Europe 
lone in 
the sense that he is the sole ar­ 
biter of what Germany shall and 
shall not do. 
Incredible though it may seem 
to the uninitiated, there is no gov­ 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
excepting 
Hitler. 
His word is the law. 
In. his flaming speech to 
the 
reichstag as Germany invaded Po­ 
land, the fuehrer named his suc­ 
cessor. “Should something happen 
to me during battle.” 
He said 
Field Marshal Hermann Goering 
would come first, and after him 
would be Rudolph Hess, chief of 
the nazi party. 
And then Hitler 
pronounced the word which is the 
essence of naziism: 
Essence's <»t Nazism 
“You then would be pledged to 
this fuehrer in the same blind 
loyalty and obedience as to me." 
The last few days before war 
broke provided a clear demonstra­ 
tion of how this one-man govern­ 
ment works. 
Herr Hitler alone 
made those decisions upon which 
hung war or peace. 
Dispatches from Berlin related 
how, when any vital point arose, 
the German leader locked himself 
away from all his colleagues, even 
such close associates as Held Mar­ 
shal Goering, who is named as his 
immediate successor. 
In solitude Hitler made up his 
mind, and gave his orders to his 
lieutenants 
for 
execution 
with 
“blind obedience.” 
Hitler now has gone to tin Ger- 
m an-Polish front to take the wheel 
of the war-machine which he him­ 
self constructed and which he re­ 
gards as invincible. 
He is undertaking the feat not. 
only of controlling a vast army, 
which comprises 
some 
of 
the 
greatest military brains in 
the 
world 
but at the same time of 
making eighty millions of hii 
pie think as he thinks, or at 
render him “blind obedience ” 
Path i*» Thorny One 
The path which he has directed 
them to take is a thorny one for 
in addition to all normal hardships 
of war he already has imposed a 
severe rationing system for food 
and other necessities 
That will 
he a test of his hold on the public, 
for he has only to go back to the 
World W ar for a reminder that 
the German revolution came when 
people got hungry. 
Still, the obedienqe which the 
German people render their fuehr­ 
er is great.

speculation. Most of these rules 
have been adopted hv

the Commodity Exchange Admin­ 
istration. 
John G. McCarthy 
president of 
the exchange, said no action to­ 
ward restricting trading or prices 
will be taken without 
consulting 
government officials. 
Several important regulations of 
the exchange and UEA are ex­ 
pected to come intp play as result 
of the outbreak of war. Probably 
the most fmportant is the ex­ 
changes restriction on daily price 
fluctuations in grain, which range 
from 5 to 8 cents in wheat and 
rye, t to 8 cents in corn, and 3 to 
6 cents in oats. It was these rules 
which throttled the market Friday

limit the amount of contracts in­ 
volving any type of grain which 
an individual may own in a specu­ 
lative account at any time.
